cated that as many-as 15 vessels have 
been sunk by German submarines op- 
erating off the New Jersey coast. 


Within the last week a South Ameri- 
can ship arriving here brought reports 
of the presence of two German sub- 
marines in the vicinity of Bermuda. 

The reports that 15 vessels had been 
sunk seems to indicate the presence 
of a number of submarines and that 
the enemy has inaugurated an attack 
in force. 

Oné steamship, one schooner, and 
two or three other vessels have been 
sunk off the New Jersey coast by a 
German submarine. 

One of the ships sunk was the Ed- 
ward H. Cole, a sailing vessel. It is 
asserted in shipping circles that it 
was possible that.ag many as six 
additional vessels. . were’ destroyed, 
not including those known to have 
been sunk. : 

The ships were attacked some time 
during the night, according to inform. 
ation which was received here. Details 
were not immediately available.

Dear Mother and Father,—I address- 
ed the last letter to Ella and so, will 
send this one to you. Things are fine 
here, and I am in the best of health. 
I just returned from leave a-couple - 
of days ago. I had 6 days, spent 3 in 
Edinburgh, and 3 in London. Say, 
I've learned a lot in these few days. 
It was the time of my life. Gee, I saw 
everything there was from early. to 
late. Edinburgh is a wonderful city 
of stone and granite, a pretty, stately 
place. The people were good to us - 
everywhere. I saw Edinburgh Castle, 
Holyrood Palace, St. Giles’ Cathedral, 
/where J. Knox used to preach, and 
was through his house. Saw «the 
sites of the ancient battles of Edin- 
burgh, and the places, even the rooms 
where the Scottish kings and queens 
were born, lived, and’ died. It was 
surely fine. Some of the places were 
a thousand years old. I didn’t have 
time to go to Banffshire or Aberdeen. 


We had a free pass so all it cost was 
my meals and bed. We stayed at the 
Y.M.C.A.’8 in each place, meals from 
25c to 35c and beds for 35c, or in Eng- 
lish money, 1s 6d. -In London we saw 
great things too, Buckingham Palace, 
and the king's horses, carriages, etc. 
Talk about horseflesh, and they are 
better looked after than we are. Was 
through Westminster Abbey and saw 
the graves of the kings, queens, states- 
men, poets, etc. St. Paul’s cathedral 
is wonderful. The Tower of London 
is a great castle and relic of old 
times. It was started about “1000 
years ago. Was in Parliamentary 
buildings, saw where Charles IL. and 
Cromwell were, saw where they were 
executed at Whitehall Palace. These 
are only a few sights to be seen. Lon- 
don is a much nicer city than I expect- 
ed. Talk about crowds and traffic. 
Saw the Strand, the main street, Leic- 
ester Square, Piccadilly, etc. The 
English over here look and are diff- 
erent from what we think of them 
in Canada. There are as many good 
and bad as there are Canadians. This 
is a beautiful stretch of dry weather 
here, and I hope it lasts. We are 
wearing Kitchener boots now. They 
weigh from 9 to 11 lbs. My big Cana- 
dian boots weigh 6 lbs, and they are 
slippers beside the Kitcheners. In 
Edinburgh I was entertained at Dr. 
Kennedy’s. He’s a Professor in the 
University. After church, a lady in- 
vited me over. .Her husband is a 
major. My, they were pleasant, they 
lived for years in India. The Y.M.C.A. 
sure does wonderful work over here. 
They see that the fellows all have 
beds, meals at all hours, and at lowest 
prices. They provide excursions, 
guides, etc., all over. I met several 
people who know the town of Keith 
well. Food is more plentiful in Scot- 
land than in England. Things loot 
these days as though the war was 
nearly done. I expect peace any time. 
I'm going to study at the Khaki Col- 
lege. They will set special courses 
for me through London University, 
and it will be credited to me at any 
University. I’ve met several old ac- 
quaintances lately, some in London, 
and some here. I saw Ralph Huestis 
today. Shrimp and I meet every day. 
Well, I'd give a lot for sunny Alberta 
today. Spring there and the grain up 
likely. The country here is all a- 
bloom, hedges, hills, etc. So F. Perry 
in in France, eh! I wonder how you 
all are. Tell Jim to write me or I'll 
give him a plug in the nose. The mail 
is very irregfilar here, hope you are 
all well. I met a Lieut. Riley here, 
he’s a brother of the Rileys at Les- 
lieville. He told me to come over and 
see him. There’s a Sergeant Milton,

of Ponoka, (a Baptist minister). He 
was a college chum of Brough’s. He 
has preached at Red Deer. Teddy 


Plum and his wife are only a mile or 
so from here. I’m going to see them 
with Milton. Food is high here, lots 
of things, such as fruit, are worse 
than Canada, sugar is very scarce. We 
are quarantined for a few days and 
I will then be freer. While they are 
demobilizing the army they are going 
to send those of us who want to go to 
London or some University. That will 
be great. Dr. Tory is over here. I 
heard him speak once. Ottewell and 
others from Varsity are also here. 
Convocations will be over by now, 
and my M.A. conferred. I may get a 
letter in a few weeks telling me so. I 
wish this letter would not be so long 
on the way. Hope you are all well 
and cheerful. This war will soon be 
over. The world is fed up with it, and 
Germany is in a desperate condition. 
Love to all. Take care of yourselves.

PROVIDE FOR SERGT.- 
PILOTS WHO HAVE — 
CHANCE OF PROMOTION 


OPENINGS FOR MECHANICS, BUT 
ONLY CLASS B CAN APPLY FOR 
THIS BRANCH OF SERVICE 


As and from April 1st, 1918, the date 
of the amalgamation of the Royal Fly- 
Ing corps ‘with the Royal Naval Air 
service, the pay of cadets accepted for 
commissions, enlisted on or after that 
date, has been increased from _ the 
date they are actually posted to squad- 
rons to commence their flying train- 
ing. This takes place after they have 
passed through the cadet wing, school 
of aeronautics and the new course in 
the ground armament school, a total 
period of about 18 weeks, up to which 
time they are paid at the existing rate 
of $1.10 a day, with 95 cents per day 
flying pay. They will be enlisted as 
third class air mechanics (miscellan- 
eous pilots) and will be so described 
until they proceed overseas, where 
they will be described as “flying cad- 
ets.” On completing their training in 
England, as has always been the case, 
they will receive their wings, and their 
pay will then be 10s per diem, with 
8s per diem flying pay. 


A NEW DEPARTURE. 

An innovation is the introduction of 
sergeant-pilots who will be taken from 
those who, through no fault of their 
own, have not had the education nec- 
essary to fit them for commissions. 
These cadets, however, right through 
their training, will be carefully watch- 


‘|ed, with a view to their possibilities 


for commissions. Their object is not 
to make sergeant. pilots, but make 
officers out of sergeant pilots when 
possible. 


PAY FOR SERGEANT PILOTS 


Sergeant pilots will still be enlisted 
as third class air mechanics at $1.10 
ped diem and will not receive the title 
of sergeant pilot until they complete 
their training in England, when they, 
too, will receive wings. They will, 
however, be promoted to sergeants 
(non-technical) on proceeding over- 
seas. As in the case of cadets suit- 
able for commissions they will receive 
an increase of pay on posting to 
squadrons for flying training—the 
rate then being $2.00 per diem— 
which will remain in force until they 
proceed overseas. They will then 
come on the English rate of pay for 
sergeants; ie, 38 3d per diem. On 
continuing flying training in England 
they will also receive 1s per diem 
flying pay, and on receiving their 
wings their pay will become 6s per 
diem, with 4s per diem flying pay. 

Sergeant pilots who are married 
will be entitled to separation allow- 
ance of $25 per month: under the 
conditions previously applying to them 
The training of both classes of cadets 
will be identical throughout. 

The Royal Flying Corps is also open 
for a limited number of mechanics. 
Only men in Category B need apply 
for this branch of the service. These 
men must be first class mechanics and 
have served their apprenticeship. 
They are also taking men for the 
Canadian engineers and railway con- 
struction troops. Men applying for 
enlistment with the engineers must be 
category A men, and must be below 
the age of 20 or above the age of 34. 
They must not ‘come under the Mili- 
tary Service Act. Men for the rail- 
way construction troops must be class 
A or B, and must also not come under 
the Military Service Act. 


UNIQUE FEAT CREDITED 
TO CANADIANS 


BLEW UP BRIDGE AND BROUGHT 
DOWN HUN AIRPLANE AT 
SAME TIME. 


Ottawa, May 30.—The following art- 
icle has been received here: “To blow 
up a bridge and bring down a Boche 
aéroplane was the unique experience 
of engineers of a Canadian overseas 
railway construction unit during the 
recent fighting at. Aveluy on the Ancre 
river. The incident is vouched for by 
an imperial infantry colonel 
men were holding the line at this sec- 
tion. It was decided necessary to de- 
stroy the steel construction at the last 
moment after our: men had crossed, 
and a young: Winnipeg lieutenant was 
given the job, using a lorry filled with 
guncotton. He had just completed 
the mining and the fixing of the fuse 
when a Hun plane swooped down and 
dropped bombs on both sides of the 
bridge. The lorry was hurried out of 
danger, but the officer stayed behind 
to see if any more of our infantry 
needed to cross. Theaeroplaneswerved 
round in a circle and came at the 
bridge, firing machine guns as the last 
men darted for cover. The Canadian 
set his fuse after it had gone by and 
then dashed up the road. Just as the 
machine came swerying over the 
bridge for the second time the struct- 
ure went up in a blinding flash. The 
aeroplane rocked with the force of the 
explosion, suddenly flamed up, and 
crashed. Not a single soul crawled 
out: from the ruins although the Brit- 
ish infantry watched closely.”

~ RURAL PROBLEM 


At a Kansas “public meeting some 
time ago a lady -was asked to give an 
on. “Rural Permanency.” 


with equal force to Canadian condi- 


tions: 


In God’s world ‘the law of all things 
is continuity. In His world three are 
no abrupt beginnings, no rude transi- 
tions, and no today that is not based 
upon yesterday. The light from the 
distant stars ‘starts many hundred 
years before the rays reach the earth; 
and so ‘it is,"in living these lives of 
ours, what we are. today must ever be 
a part of yesterday... 

“In all human experience the high- 
er is conditioned by the lower, just 
as every building is limited by its 
foundation. .Without adequate moral 
development to control the physical 
and utilize it for ends above itself, 
the physical becomes sensuous, then 
sensual, and sensuality means decay 
and death. These processes of de- 
generation have been all too clearly 


illustrated by ancient Eastern civili- 
zations; they have perished for lack 
of equality of growth—the transition 
irom muscular power to mechanical. 


“Our enormous increase of wealth 
has led to such a remarkable shifting 
of our population from agricultural to 
manufactures and mechanical pur- 
suits that the normal balance between 
-ountry and city has been entirely and 
for all time destroyed. 


“Notwithstanding the fact that the 
government gave away an enormous 
number of farms during the past fifty 
years, and thus stimulated artificially 
the agricultural industry, the dispro- 
portionate growth of the city contin- 
ued. The arable lands are now prac- 
tically exhausted, and this stimulus 
is withdrawn. So today we find our- 

ves in the midst of & new civiliza- 
tion, filled with new perils and new 
possibilities. ... 


“A few weeks ago I asked my hus- 
band to drive me over some once 
beautiful lanes and highways that I 
knew when I was ao little girl with a 
primer under my arm. I returned 

- the drive heartsick. The beautt- 
ful trees I knew were gone, the road- 
side was unkept, farm houses were out 
of repair, no new ones, the fields had 
a neglected look, and over all there 
brooded an atmosphere of decay. The 
owners nearly all lived in the 
town, of course, and the tenants were 
possibly doing the best that could be 
expected with property not their own. 
All this in the once most prosperous 
part of Kansas. 

“Few men _ respect their own pro: 
fession as little as does the farmer. 
{ speak advisedly. Over fifty years 
{ lived with farmers. There is need 
of a new spirit of loyalty to the 
blessed soil itself. What answer shall 
our prairies give to this monstrous 
city challenge? The prairies of Kan- 
sas have spoken with marvellous eff- 
ect against unholy" invasion in days 
gone by. My prayer is that they may 
speak now as always, for that which 
is highest and best. ... 

“Kansas must realize as never be- 
fore that her greatest need is not that 
her factories should be running at a 
large capacity, not that her wage-earn- 
ers should be employed at a high 
scale, not that her railroads should 
be loaded with prosperous traffic, her 
land values rising or her cities expand- 
ing. These things are well and good; 
I would not discredit their importance 
but Kansas must first have, if she is 
to live, a strong home-building, home- 
loving rural population. 

“The prairies of Kansas are call- 
ing, calling today for the new educa- 
tion near the farm door; calling for 
better rural teachers, better equipped 
better paid; calling for township high 
schools; calling for rural social cen- 
tres; calling for better roads; calling 
for more beautiful highways. What 
answer will our law makers give?. . 

“The reason the man jumped into 
the lake was because there was a 
woman at the bottom of it. Back of 
the heavy drift from country to city, 
back of the increase in tenancy, back 
of the many things that have been 
making for the decay of higher rural 
life has-been a very weary overworked 
discontented woman, which our State 
builders in the past have fni'ed to re- 
cognize. 

“If Kansas is to keep her best blood 
to the soil she must be thinking in 
wider terms of welfare for the farm 
housekeeper, for she is more largely 
responsible for the exdédus of the fam- 
ily to town than any other member. 

“The farm Homekeeper has been 
very hungry and in need of food--unot 
carbohydrates or proteids; she has 
been overtaxed with such—a }alanced 
ration of inspirational food. Our diffi- 
culty as farm homekeepers has not 
been that we did not have plenty of 
the best there was to eat, a soft place 
to sleep, nice clothes to wear, and a 
bank balance. It is a better place for 
the heart to rest, a higher plane for 
the soul to poise, a greater store of 
mental treasure, that the farm woman 
craves. She needs the quickening 
effect of human contact that will make 
her more alert -and responsive to 
agencies which lift human life to 
higher levels,.” 


E. F, MEDLEY PASSES AWAY. 


Innisfail citizens were shocked on 
Tuesday to learn that “E, F. Medley, 
who lately returned from the war, had 
died that morning. 

Mr. Medley, after his return, took 
up the farm life at Horse Shoe Lake, 
where ‘he had made his home since 
coming to Alberta, in the spring of 
1904. He had apparently recovered 
from the wounds received in the ser- 
vice of King and Country, but he was 
not so robust as before. However, 
he kept on “doing his bit.” 

Since his return from France, he 
had been troubled more less with hem- 
orrhages, a result of his wounds, but 
had been comparatively free from the 
trouble for some time. But about a 
week. before his death the old trouble 
came back, causing him to take to his 
bed, from which he never rose. 

The reunion of the family separated 
by the war was but a brief one. With 
plans well laid for the future, with 
the hope of s comfortable home and 
a happy family around him, he now 
lies cold in death at the -age of 40 
years. But his service to his country 
will live in the hearts of us all. 

Mr. Medley was an Englishman, and 
2 general all round good fellow. His 
wife (he was married just before com- 
ing to Alberta) and two young child- 
ren survive him. 

He was active in agricultural mat- 
ters, having been a vice-president of 
{nnisfail Agricultural Society for some 
years, and a member of the U.I.A., as 
well as prominent in other rural 
affairs.—iInnisfail Province. 
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BRITISH TRANSPORT SUNK BY 
U-BOAT—101 OFFICERS AND 
MEN DROWNED. 


London, May 29.—The transport 
Leasowe Castle has been sunk by an 
enemy submarine, the British Admir- 
alty ‘ announced fonight. One hun- 
dred and one persons were drowned. 
The Leasowe Castle, which was 9,737 
tons gross, was sunk in the Mediterr- 
anean on May 26. Among those who 
lost their lives are 13 military officers 
and 79 soldiers of other rank. 

The Leasowe Castle was built in 
1917 at Birkenhead and was owned 
by the Union Castle Mail Steamship 
company of London. j 

Of the ship's company, the captain, 
two wireless operators and six of other 
ranks, are missing.

With the French Armies in the 
Field, May 31.—The Germans are de- 
termined to capture Rheims. Held by 
the British to the east, north and west 
of that city, the enemy plans a wide 
encircling movement to the southeast, 
hoping to surround it, military author- 
ities believed today. 

To accomplish this, the Germans 
are expected to increase their pres- 
sure between Brouillet and Janvry, 
with the intention of breaking through 
along the Ardre river and following 
this valley along southeastward, grad- 
ually turning to the east so as to ap- 
proach Rheims from the south. This 
strategy would entail the capture of 
Ville en Tardenois, four miles south- 
east of Brouillet and two miles to the 
west of the Ardre. 


FLOWS NORTEASTWARD 


The Ardre rises in a small lake four 
miles north of the Marne, at Epernay 
it flows northeastward, converging 
with the Vesle at Fismes. 

The German progress has been 
slower and more difficult for the past 
several hours owing to the steady ar- 
rival of French: reserves. ‘The enemy 
apparently has been entirely checked 
at most points on this front. His eff- 
orts now seem to be concentrated - in 
driving toward Fers-en-Tardenois, as a 
part of the attempt to take Rheims. 

Every German regiment engaged in 
the southern drive advances in suc- 
cessive “bounds.” -Four companies 
are in the front rank each time. Each 
company has four portable machine 
guns, with one in reserve. Each regi- 
ment in addition has three machine 
gun companies, possessing twelve 
machine guns apiece and three mount-. 
ed trench mortar companies which 
have a new long-range weapon. 

As each wave of four companies 
leaps forward successively, it is able 
to precede itself with a machine gun 
barrage, while the portable trench 
mortars dislodge the Allied machine 
guns and wipe out the centres of re- 
sistance.

LONG RANGE GUN HITS CHURCH 
ON CORPUS CHRISTI. 
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Paris, May 31—The German long 
range bombardment of Paris was re- 
sumed early this morning. 

A shell. from a German long range 
gun struck a Paris church today. An 
official statement making this an- 
nouncement adds: 

“This fact should be compared with 
Cardinal von Hartmann’s request to 
the British government that Cologne 
be not bombarded today—the feast of 
Corpus Christi. This is another ex- 
ample of German bad faith, for the 
least that could be expected was that 
Germany would have the same for- 
bearance toward Paris as- was asked 
for Cologne.” 

Geneva, May 30.—Religious proces- 
sions in celebration of the feast of 
Corpus Christi were not held in the 
Archdiocese of Cologne today. Ac- 
cording to the Tribune, Cardinal von 
Hartmann forbade the processions for 
fear of Allied air raids, at the request 
of the civil and military authorities. 

The British government had prom- 
ised Cardinal von Hartmann that there 
would be no bombing of Cologne dur- 
ing the time of the Corpus Christi pro- 
cession in that city. The request was 
made by the Cardinal through the 
Vatican. Serious damage has _ been 
caused in Cologne recently by British 
bombers.

HOSPITALS ARE AGAIN BOMBED 
BY HUN FLIERS 


With the British Army in France, 
May 31.—Another big British hospital 
was bombed by German airmen early 
yesterday morning, and once more 
many medical workers and some pa- 
tients were killed or wounded. 

The hospital caught fire after a 
large section of the building had been 
demolished by a bomb. A few women 
nurses were among the slain and their 
bodies together with those of a con- 
siderable number more of the person- 
nel and patients are buried in the 
ruins according to the latest reports. 


AMBERICANS ALSO SUFFER. 


. German airmen made a pretentious 
raid on the area behind the American 
lines in Picardy last night. Bombs 
were dropped on all sides of one of 
the largest hospitals in a town many 
miles to the rear of the front. Amezi- 
can and French wounded soldiers 
were carried to cellars and caves by 
American nurses and members of the 
American Red Cross. 

Three American Ambulances were 
eaught in the raid. The sergeant who 
was driving the first ambulance said: 
“Our three ambulances were hurrying 
to hospitals with patients when a 
bomb wrecked a building directly in 
front of us, in a narrow street. Our 
ambulance was perforated by flying 
missiles. We were hurled out, but 
escaped with a few scratches.” 

The second car apparently received 
the full force of the explosion and was 
wrecked completely.

Admiral Viscount Jellicoe, addres- 
sing the meeting, paid a warm tribute 
to the work of the mercantile marine, 
saying that it was as a result of its 
efforts that Great: Britain today was 
80 well fed and clothed, and enjoyed 
such comforts. Alluding to the sub- 
marine campaign, the admiral said, 


' It will be seen from the above that 
of some eighteen million horse-power 
available, and which further explora- 
tion will enlarge, less than ten per- 
cent has so far been. developed.

“HS HEREFORDS| 


LARGEST HERD OF THESE FINE 
=SNIMALS IN DOMINION OF 
CANADA. 


Frank Collicutt of the Willow Spring 
ranch near Calgary, is one of the best 
known men-in Alberta, quite apart 
from the fact that he is the biggest 
breeder of pure bred. Hereford cattle 
in Canada. He has now. somewhere 
about seven hundred of these beauties 
on his place and all of them are pure- 
breds. “Frank’s"only regret’ is that 
he ‘cannot sell some odd lots of real 
estate that he is holding in the various 
parts of theprovinceand sed pull more 
“white faces.” ~ 

The ranch is about thirty miles out 
from Calgary and driving down into 
the coulee to the ranch house, one can, 
this spring, drive through several 
hundreds of the Hereford cows and 
their calves. The little chaps range 
in age from a few hours to several 
months and there is no more striking 
sight on the prairie than these hun- 
dreds of little white faced calves. 


CALF CROP A GOOD ONE. 


The calf crop this year has been a 
particularly good one and the condi- 
tions at this ranch are splendid for 
their feeding and care. Practically 
all the cattle are kept on the range 
the year round and never see the in- 
‘side of a barn. They are taken down 
to the coulee in the winter and fed 
their hay there. Thousands of tons 
of wild hay are put up each year for 
the feed of these cattle, and so prodig- 
al was the supply provided last year 
that there will be several hundreds of 
tons to sell this year. 

Mr. Collicutt has over 7,500 acres 
practically in one piece there near 
Airdrie. There are ten sections all 
together, and about seven miles away 
he has bought a couple more sections. 
Springs that never freeze over, sup- 
ply the water both for cattle and for 
the house. ; 


BIGGEST HERD.IN CANADA. 


Breeding pure breds grows on one 
like a habit and now that Mr. Collicutt 
has got started he cannot stop. With 
the biggest pure bred herd of Here- 
fords in all Canada, he is not satisfied, 
and plans to still enlarge his herd. 
Not long ago he bought two or three 
new animals that depleted his bank 
account to the extent of $50,000. 

Heading the herd is “Gay Lad 16,” 
one of the best bulls ever brought into 
Western Canada, and last year he also 
bought “Gay Lad 40,” another out- 
standing bull, just three years old, 
that won the championships right 
around the Western United States cir- 
cuit. He has now sired a calf that 
gives promise of beating out both the 
16th and 40th. He is a little beauty, 
as square set as a block, and a splend- 
id type of head. 


SOME OUTSTANDING COWS. 


There are at least a dozen of out- 
standing cows in this herd now and 
if bred to the:old “Gay Lad” should 
give some-interesting offspring. They 
are immense animals and weigh well 
up to a ton. “Gay Lad 16” weighs 
2500 pounds now. He seems almost 
perfect'as a type, is as straight in the 
back as a line and shows plenty of 
meat both across the front and back. 
He is, too, “beef to the heels,” and 
just five years old. 

Two young bulls, one of “Repeater” 
stock, and one of “Gay Lad’s” lineage, 
will probably. pick off some champion- 
ships in the Western circuit this year. 

A group of heifer calves in one of 
the corrals is, alone, worth driving the 
entire distance to see, and the possi- 
bilities of the herd as it has now been 
developed seem limitless. 


~ A PICTURESQUE CAREER. 


“Frank” has not spent all his life 
in the development of a pure bred 
Hereford herd. For three years in his 
old days he was newsie on the Ed- 
monton-Calgary branch and after that 
freighted to the Landing. There are 
not many of the old timers that he 
does not know. Later, he was with 
Pat Burns company for years, and left 
them only to devote his whole time to 
his ranch. As newsboy on the C. & E. 
he did not have visions of that bunch 
of white faced calves worth hundreds 
of thousands of dollars on a hillside. 
But the desire was strong fro.n the 
time when he was twelve years old, 
when, with a very decorative outfit 
of “chaps” on, he helped to punch 
cattle in the south country.

The U-boats were 
sunk by Allied destroyers, and from 
one of them prisoners were taken, the 
passengers asserted. The Italian liner 
was held at Gibraltar while the sea 
lane through which she sailed was 
cleared of the enemy. 

Recent cable reports carried the 
Official announcement that one of Ger- 
many’s’ new submarines had been de- 
stroyed.

- REVIEW OF THE SITUATION AT THE ASHE | 


With the French Arai. in France, 
May 29.—Allied reserves’are now tak- 
ing up positions in the battle nes. 
They are being thrown in to strength- 
en the defending‘ forces where they 
are weakest, in preparation for the 
placing ‘of a barrier to a further Ger- 
man advance. 

Paris, May 29.—A semi-official note 
issued, | today summarizing the situa- 
tion: between Rheims and Soissons, 
says: : 

“The Germans : again progressed, 
but while on one hand they failed to 
pierce our lines, on the other it is com- 
forting to observe that their march 
was slackened considerably by the ar- 
rival of our reserves. 

“As these come into play the bal- 
ance will gradually be restored, and 
soon the German flood will be dam- 
med. 

“The French command retains un- 
diminished confidence, based as it is, 
on the "power of our resources anil the 
incomparable valour of the soldiers.” 


MOST SEVERE FIGHTING . 


Although the Germans entered Sois- 
sons yesterday, it was only after some 
of the mobt severe infantry fighting in 
the present battle. The Allied re- 
serves are gradually reaching the 
scene of the struggle below the Aisne, 
and the resistance opposed to the 
German push is becoming :more ob- 
stinate minute by minute. 

Yesterday's struggle for Soissons 
began early in the morning when large 
numbers of the German troops obtain- 
ed a footing in the eastern suburbs of 
the town. Shortly afterwards they 
were ejected, and the Allied troops 
hung on in the outskirts for some 
time, confronting with cold steel tke 
desperate enemy efforts to drive in. 
The valor of the defenders, how>ver, 
was greater than their strength, and 
when fresh‘German troops launched 
a new attack, the line of combat re- 
ceded into the town and there was 
fighting in the streets from house to. 
house. The small body of Fierch 
troops holding the place finally gave 
out, but only after dozens of duels 
with bayonets, revolvers and rifle 
butts. 


ALL NIGHT BATTLE. 


Paris, May 30.—The battle along the

WHOLE. FRONT HOLDS ' FIRMLY. 


Paris, May 30.—A semil-official dib- 
patch says that from Tilloy, which is 
four killometres west of Rheims, the 
front runs northward along the Aisne 
canal, forming a semi-circle two kilo- 
‘Metres before the town. We still 
hold Rheims but if.the enemy pres- 
sure is accentuated southwards, the 
position being turned would become 
untenable. Despite the progress of 
the Germans they have not effected 
a breach of our lines, The whole 
front holds firmly. Moreover, the 
march of the enemy is considerably 
slower owing to the arrival of our re- 
serves. Partial successes are -value- 
less to the enemy, whose only aim is 
a final victory. 


During the night the’ enemy attacked 
the strong point known as Route-a- 
Kop, northwest of Festubert,” says 
the official statement, “and was com- 
pletely repulsed. We carried out a 
successful. minor operation in the 
neighborhood of Merris and improved 
our line slightly. We captured a few 
prisoners and a machine gun in these 
encounters.

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WE ARE HOLDING OUR

PROGRESS 


French Army Headquarters, May 30. 
—The enemy held on the flanks of the 
Soissons and Rheims front threw his 
whole: strength this morning into the 
thrust southwards. His obvious goal 
is the Marne. During the night and 
early morning, he pressed forward 
about five miles towards the river, 
advancing his front to Fere-en-Tarde- 
nois and Vezilly. It is probable the 
Germans hope to establish themselves 
on the Marne, with a view to turning 
the direction of their main effort west- 
wards trusting to the river to protect 
their right, in a similar manner as 
they used the Oise in April. The hot- 
test fighting is proceeding along the 
whole southern front of the advance. 
This morning, for the fixst time, the 
reserves were engaged to support div- 
isions which had borne the weight of 
the onslaught since Monday. 


FRENCH STOP PROGRESS. 


Paris, May 30.—‘We have prevented 
enemy progress in the western out- 
skirts of Soissons,” says the official 
report from the French headquarters 
tonight. 

To the. south we have solidly held 
the left bank of the Crise river. The 
Gernians are multiplying their efforts 
in the direction of Ville-En-Tarden- 
ois. 

“In the center the fighting has not 
diminished in intensity. The Ger- 
mans have occupied Fere- BnTarien: 
ois and Vezilly. 

The battle continued today with un- 
diminished violence along the whole 
extent of the front. 

On our right and to the northwest 
of Rheims we are holding our position. 

The enemy air forces, which have 
been very aggressive and numerous 
during the battle, have been attacked 
with the greatest daring by French 
airmen, who destroyed nineteen Ger- 
man machines, brought down two bal- 
loons and compelled twenty-three en- 
emy airmen to land in a damaged con- 
dition. 

On the night of May 27-28 French 
aviators dropped twenty-three tons of 
explosives on bridges and: crossings 
on the Ailette and Aisne and on vari- 
ous cantonments. The next night and 
day 37 tons of bombs were dropped on 
convoys, troops and railway stations. 

Strong artillery actions occurred 
along the Doiran front, the Vardar, 
west of Vardar and in the Serbian 
sector. South of Lake Doiran, a Brit- 
ish detachment penetrated a Bulgar- 
jan fortified town, the garrison of 
which was annihilated. On the front 
of the French army, bad weather hin- 
dered activity. 

FAN LIKE MOVEMENT. 

The efforts o? the Germans 
their first rapid advance appear to 
take a fan like movement.

On both flanks also strong forces 
are engaged.

In the 
latter region, however, they are meet- 
ing with the sternest defense from the 
Franco-British forces which, neverthe- 
less, have been obliged to realign in 
order to keep the front straight. 


PRINCE OF WALES PAYS A VISIT 
TO THE VATICAN. 


London, May 31.—Bonar Law, in the 
House of Commons, stated in reply to 
a question that the visit of the Prince 
of Wales to the Pope was on the ad- 
vice of the British government and 
strictly in accordance to precedent. 

In answer to another question it 
was stated that the practice of Brit- 
ish airplanes dropping leaflets had 
been discoutinued. 

Mr. Joynson-Hicks asked: 
government satisfied that 
prisoners are no longer forced to work 


immediately behind the German lines? 
If not, what steps has it taken or does 
it propose to take to prevent the con- 
tinuance of this cruelty to our men?” 

The reply for the government was 
that prisoners of war generally would 
be discussed at a conference which 
would shortly assemble at the Hague. 
Discussion would include the matter 
of- employment of prisoners 
the lines, 

Another member suggested the ap- 
pointment of a high official with the 
sole duty of carrying, out as soon as 
possible the exchange of all prisoners 
with Germany, Turkey, and Bulgaria. 
The government promised to consider 
extension of existing arrangements 
with Turkey and Bulgaria.

CANADIANS COMPLAIN BITTERLY 
OF DELAYS. IN MAIL SERVICE. 


“Is the 


London, May 31.-—It is over a fort- 
night since the last Canadian mail 
reached England, and there is great 
resentment here, particularly among 
the Canadian soldiers, at the ineffi- 
cient handling of Canadian overseas 
mails. These mails are constantly 
delayed in order to be dispatched by 
Canadian transports, the postal auth- 
orities failing to utilize the facilities 
of rapid delivery provided by ships 
sailing from American Atlantic ports. 
Competent authorities here unhesita- 
tingly declare the Canadian postal 
authorities have shown a great lack 
of organization ability in this respect. 
“Had the Canadian army been handled 
as inefficiently as the Canadian mails 
service,” said one big soldier, “there 
would be none left now.” These de- 
lays no doubt cause great needless 
anxiety among our troops and owing to 
the long interval between home mes- 
sages many a young soldier goes to 
his last fight sick at heart because he 
has had no letter from home, when 
home letters have been needlessly de- 
layed. Canadian mails frequently 
take four weeks to reach here.

attention’ on the Experimental :Farm 
System.. An average-:of results. of 
three years’ work: ‘at Ottawa, with 
tankage reveals the following facts: 

1. That as an addition to a ration 
already containing milk, ‘oil. meal is} 
superior to tankage. 

* 2. That:.a direct replacement of 
milk by tankage, shows thae lowest 
gains and the highest cost of produc- 
tion of the five rations fed. 

+13, That ‘the lots receiving no tank- 
age usually made highest gains at the 
lowest cost. 

4. That’ tankage,: while useful, in 
‘correcting,;an unbalanced ration, show- 
ed-up. poorly. when added to rations 
already showing variety and: fair bal- 
ance, particularly illustrating the 
comparative value of skim-milk. 

Grain, oil-meal and milk required 
1.39 pounds; meal per pound: gain;: 
grain, tankage, and milk, 1.64 pounds; 
grain, tankage and water, 2.59 pounds; 
and grain and milk 1.54 pounds, 

As mentioned, these results were 
obtained from an experiment in trip- 
licate, or carried on similarly in ‘three 
consecutive. years. That. tankage, 
however, may be regarded as a fair 
substitute for milk, while by no means 
equalling it, would be indicated by an 
experiment at the Experimental Stat- 
ion at Brandon. 

Here three lots of pigs were f fed, No. 
1 grain only; No. 2, grain and tank- 
age; No. 3, grain and buttermilk. 

While high gains at a low cost were 
particularly in evidence as the result 
of feeding buttermilk, a very consid- 
' arable reduction in cost of production 
and a marked increase in gains are 
seen where tankage. was added to the 
straight grain ration. Grain only made 
gains of .92 pounds. daily costing 9.8c 
per pound; grain and tankage 1.39 
pounds daily costing 7.1c per pound; 
grain and buttermilk,1.57 pounds daily 
costing 6c per pound. This bears out 
what has been pointed out, that as a 
balance for a ration low in protein, or 
for-weaners, or a ration lacking milk, 
tankage has a place, but that, as an 
addition: to an already balanced and 
suitable ration, no adequate return is 
likely from, the use of the high-priced 
meat by-product. 

A further qualified comparison of 
milk substitutes for weaned pigs was 
afforded at Ottawa in 1917. Here skim- 
milk was fed to all. lots; meal and 
milk; meal, milk, and 10 per cent. 
tankage; meal, milk, and 10 per cent. 
fish meal. The grain and milk lots 
gave slightly cheaper gains and were 
superior in. condition, indicating that 
the addition of the concentrates men- 
tioned was not economical. 

For growing hogs fed on dry lot or 
outside paddock, milk showed to dis- 
tinct advantage at Ottawa in 1917 in 
self feeding trials. Hogs fed meal in 
self feeders with skim-milk in troughs 
gave gains of 1.05 pounds daily costing 
5.3c per pound. Meal, self-fed, with 
tankage replacing milk with another. 
lot, gave gains of .52 pounds daily 
costing 10.2c per pound. The skim- 
milk fed lot required 1.79 pounds meal 
and the tankage fed pigs, 3.9 pounds 
meal per pound gain. 

In the experiments referred to in 
the foregoing, all lots were practically 
identical in age, weight and thrift, at 
the start of operations. 

Skim-milk is the natural food for the 
weaning and weaned pig. Tankage, 
blood meal and fish meal, w? are these 
feeds are procurable, may be regarded 
as fairly efficient substitutes.

ALPINI DROVE OUT AUSTRIANS 

WITH BAYONETS. 


Italian Army Headquarters, May 28. 

One of the brilliant mountain opera- 
tions since the beginning of the war 
was carried out by the Italians in the 
Tonale region, northwest of Trent, 
early this week, particulars of which 
are now being received. The basin of 
Presena Lake was captured by Italian 
Alpini after four hours figtting against 
a numerously superior army. 
: The Austrians were well entrenched 
having at their disposal strong forti- 
fications built before the beginning of 
the war and greatly strengthened 
since then. The great Persena moun- 
tain was reached by the Alpini after 
attacking four times under a heavy 
fire. The enemy was finally over- 
whelmed by a bayonet drive. 

The fight was rendered more diffi- 
cult by the condition of the ground, 
which was hard and slippery with late 
spring snow. The Italians advanced 
up steep ascents, down precipices and 
over glaciers.

ARMY WILL NOT FAIL 
YOU, HAIG ASSERTS 


INSPIRING MESSAGE SENT TO 
BRITISH AND FOREIGN 
SAILORS’ SOCIETY. 


London, June 1—The British and 
Foreign Sailors’ Society held a meet- 
ing at Albert Hall last night on the 
oecasion of the second anniversary of 
the battle of Jutland. 

Field Marshal Haig sent this tele- 
gram: 

“We rejoice in your gallant deeds. 
As on the seas you have never failed 
us, 80 on the land our army will not 
fail you.” 

Admiral Viscount Jellicoe, addres- 
3ing the meeting, paid a warm tribute 
to the work of the mercantile marine, 
saying that it was as a result of its 
afforts that Great Britain today was 
so well fed and clothed, and enjoyed 
such comforts. Alluding to the sub- 
marine campaign, the admiral said, 
the stories concerning sailors, both 
British and foreign, whose ships had 
been torpedoed, who had been sub- 
jected to gun-fire, abandoned to the 
sea or drowned intentionally by the 
enemy, in the hope of destroying their 
morale, seemed incredible. Yet never 
& man flinched. Never was a ship 
delayed for want of a crew. There 
was no parallel in the history of the 
sea for such murder, but the British 
sailor was unconquered. Each time 
his ship was torpedoed he went to sea 
again. 

The Marquis of Crewe, who presid- 
ed at the meeting, read a telegram 
from King George, congratulating the 
society. In the course of his speech 
the marquis referred to the demands 
for reprisals for German atrocities. 
He said he knew of no rule of divine 
justice or human procedure which, 
when the enemy sank a passenger 
ship, or attacked hospitals on land, 
would forbid trial of the perpetrators 
by drumhead court martial and their 
execution, not by shooting them as 
brave men, but by hanging them as 
malefactors. 

“If, however, we were so to act, 
entirely within our rights,” he con- 
tinued, “the enemy would put to 
death an equal number of our men 
against whom no offense could be al- 
leged. But let it not be supposed 
that the barbarities of German war- 
fare will be forgotten when the time 
comes to consider the conditions for 
ending the war. We shall then pos- 
sess the power of exerting iron pres- 
sure on the Central Powers, through 
our undiminished command of the sea 
and our control of raw materials.”
